In the 

yar 1H79 Congress set a])arl fago.cKK) for 

te use ol the blind, anil tin' interest on 

fiis sum is devoted to the nrodiictioli of 

looks and apiiaratus needed in school.s) for 

the lilind. '1 he American I'rintinn Iloln.se, 

lyouisville, Kentucky, has c-harxc of this 

fund, and books are printed as needed. 

This hou.se also pnlilishes music for the 
blind. Some blind people have Kieat talent 
for music, and become teachers of sinxinx 
and liK^lrnetors on musical instruments. 
All the organs used in the public schools 
ill lio.ston are tuned by the blind pupib-t'of 
the Perkins Institution. | 

People who arc deprived of si^hl can learn 
many useful tradeH, such as basket milking, 
bloom niakiiix, niallress niakiii),;, carp<'l 
weaving,' sewing, kiiitlinx and crocheting. 
All these useful eniplovments help the 
blind to earn their own liviun and they do 
not always need to be dependent upon their 
friends for su])iK)rl. 

In this country, there are less than one 
hundred persons, who are both deaf and 
blind, \ears a^o people Ihouuhl that it 
would be impossible to educate this doubly 
impeded class, but Dr. I lowe showivl that 
it could be accomplished. He proveil this 
by his patience and i>erseverBiice in leacli- 
ini; Laura Ihidnmio'i who was the (irsl dear- 
blind person that was ever educated in Am- 
(•rica. His crown in Heaven be studded 
with jewels. Deaf-Illind children are now 
eilucaled in various schofils and iiistitnlions. 
As they cainiot work with the other chil- 
dren, a special teacher must j^ive them in 
tlividnal attention. Such a teacher stands 
as their eyes and ears, until their minds 
have developed enonxh to lind their own 
way. It is not too nnich to claim thatonr 
own Heboid, althoiiKh not orixinallv in- 
Icndeil for the blind, ban done nobfy fin- 
its de.if-blind |in|)ils. The teachers in this 
branch have made many valuable improve- 
ments in this line of work.

In the month of Septcniher, 1609, a small 
sailing vessel passed Sandy Hook, and 
afterwards entered ttie great liay. This 
ship was the " Half Moon " manned by 
Henry Hudson and his crew, before thcfr 
eyes lay a large island, covered witlt a 
forest, and bounded on botli sides by two 
mighty rivci' ii....i.... into the broai't ex- 
pense of wai their ship swung at 
anchor. Tli My they landed tm the 
island, and were the first wfaiite men to rtep 



foot on it. Little did they ilreani wltat a 
great city this island was destined to tiold. 

They explored ttie island and found it 
inhabited by red men, called Indians. 
After a tliorougli exploration, Hudson sail- 
e<l up the river ttiat now bears his name, as 
far as Albany. Then tie sailed for tionie 
witti the news of wtiat he had seen. Some 
tliirty years later Hudson's story liad its 
effect, for ttie Dutch tiegaii to emigrate to 
the island, and .soon ttie lower part of it 
begun \o (lourish. It was called New 
Atusterdam. 

Ttic town prosj)ere<l rapidly by its trade 
in furs, wtiich tlie Dutctimen ohtainetl from 
the Indians very ctieaply. Soon, lyen of 
wealth arrived and transferretl the domestic 
economy and tiatiits of Ilollaiul to the 
banks of the Ifiidson. Ituitding material 
from Hollaiul was sliipped to the banks of 
the islands, and brick buildings .sprung up; 
.some of these witti tlieir ttiatctied r<K>ts are 
still to be .seen. At tliat time there were 
no streets and eacti man setecteit tiis own 
ground and the place that suited liis 
purpose. 

Tlie colony grew by degrees and ttie 
town I>ecanie larger, hut quarrels arose 
and it began to sink into a tow condition, 
wtieii, on May 11, 1647, I'cter Stuyvesant 
arrived as Governor. He made .stringent 
laws and reforms, and under liis liard- 
lieadeil rule, ttie town again liegan to 
prosi)er. Thus 250 years ago a new city 
was liorn, and it was iiicorjxiratetl on Feb- 
ruary 2, 1653. t'^-'' ''''^t name was its In- 
dian title, " Mantiattan," which was later 
changed liy the IHitcli to New Atnstertlam. 

Under Stuyvesant's rule tlie city ex- 
panded and was (louri.stiing when new 
masters a]>j)eared in ttie fonii of ICnglish 
settlers. War broke out from jealousy, 
and the Dutch were defeatcil. t{iiglaiid 
took Manhattan island in 1664 and changt'd 
the name to New York, in honor of the 
Duke of York. It continued under the 
Unglisti up to tile war of ttie Revolution. 

Ill 1 776 tlie American colimies dedarett 
tlieir imlepcndence of Kngtand and vnw 
followed. New York hecame the ctiief 
center of the war, and tiere many licroic 
j.staiids W(-re made tiy Wa.shingtoii and his 
army. At tlie eiul of the war, this city 
became the seat of the Innleral goverment, 
and Washington, the first President of ttie 
llniteil States, resided liere. The City t)e- 
|gan tu loom up again, anil soon led every 
other in America. 

In 1790 the Caiiital was removtHl to tlie 
'Citj' of WuiihiiiKton. in the lUstrict of 
.Columbia, and New Y'ork last a little i.f its 
glory I'ul later became more prosperous 
I ban ever. Commerce and manufactures 
increased, and new industries were in- 
trotluce.d. I<'roni tlie year 1791 to ttie pre- 
.seiit day, the City of New York lias never 
been surpa8.sed in commerce liy any .\iii- 
lericon city. 

In the past fifty years tltere tiave tieen 
numerous ctianges. Tlie little city of one 
thou.sand iiitiabitants, with its gableil 
houses all in a cluster near Wall Street, 
gave little promise of ttie greatness of to- 
day. Witti the millions of citizens now 
tiere, tlie millions more likely to come, 
tlie liiiudrcds of miles of streets, the acres 
ii]>on acres of buildings some of ttiem 
higher ttiaii Jack's tieanstalk, condensed 
cities in themselves what a grand prosjiect 
for the future! 

The ilaily rusli of tnisiness, ttie noise it 
brings with it, ttie piling up of mer- 
chandise, ttie wonderful accnmulHtion of 
vyealth, the aid aiul a.ssislance rendered 
the needy, suggests va.st opportunities 
for 'the goo»l of liunianity. The location 
of the city near ttic sea, its notde rivers, 
its accessibility to the interior, and its 
other great natural advantages, seem to 
have fixed its destiny as tlie future chief 
city of ttie world.

10. lissay — "Woman in History," by 
Minnie Kipp. 

History presents us pie names of many 
women of tieroie tiimlitics, for these are 
not uncommon in the sex. A degree of it 
marks those women wtio have rendered 
great services. It is .seen in nianv illus- 
trious examples of antiiinity, among tho.se 
of mcsliieval times and iii our modern 
times there are not wanting examples of 
courage and intrepidity, audi as Florence 
Nightingale. 

lieginning with t'agan times we tiave 
one of the most notcil rulers of ttiat or any 
oilier age -Cleopatra, t^irn 69 B. C. Her 
father was I'toleiny, and she succee<letl 
him on the ttirone of l'*gypt when quite 
young. She was llie last of ttie C.recinn 
sovereigns in Hgyiit. Her royal authority 
being endaiigcreil tiy her tirotlier, she 
sought from Cicsar ttie confiriiiiiti..n .>f 1,.., 
tpieenly authority, and thei. 
lielieve that she had some i>ati > 
toucliing the ixiliticftl Indepeiulence of her 
ctnintry. 

She was acconiplislie<t and fascinating, 
and must liave |ios,ses.sc<l remarkHble gifts 
to interest such an astute politician as 
Cu'sar. She could not lie exjiected to 
|K>.sse.ss 4nany moral qualities, and wtiile 
tliis is to lie regretted, we must conceile 
that stie po8,sessod luiii.^ ^.m.! accomplish- 
nieiits which mnde li liiigin suite 

of the faults which . I ,, uer. 

Cimiing to anottier type of womanlKKKl 
we tiave in Joan of Arc, the Maid of Or- 
leans, an cxanqile of one of ttie most in- 
trepid spirits that the Middle Ages pro- 
duced. Hers is a peculiar and fascinating 
*tory. Horn a |K>asiiiit, without any eiliica- 
tioii, yet .she stood fearlesslv liefore Kings, 
and nobles, and generals in the nuKlest 
conscience of virtue to direct thcni in a 
national crisis. She did not profess to be 



governed by tnilitarj- rules, tnit by divine- 
directions. She succeeiled in wresting 
French provinces from the Knglish audi 
restoring ttiem to France. For ttiis stie 
won for a time (j^reat respect, admiration, 
aiui kind treatiiietit. 

Rut it was not a chivatric admiration,, 
for stie was not of noble family nor ditli 
she defend an iiistitiitioii but merely save<ll 
her country from niin. So she was sacri- 
ficeil to ttie ignorance of ttie age, and die<t 
a martyr to tlie cause of patriotism, and to 
the ingratitude of a contemptible tnonarcli 
— Charles VII. 

Ttie 1 8th century produce<l a number of 
women wdio gained great celebrity from 
tlieir writings, among ottiers Hannali 
^fore, Miss Burney, Miss Ttiackeray, Ma- 
dame Dacier — who prove<t ttiat they could 
do sometliing more tlian merely write 
letters. Ctiief of all these women of 
genius was Madame de Staet. 

She was the daughter of the great fin- 
ancier Necker, and was a brilliant conversft' 
tionalist from her youtli. Ttiis may not 
seem very novel in a woman, t>ut it was 
said of her tliat she was " ttie expres.sion 
of many souls mingled into one," A com- 
bination of wit, sympathy, and conversa- 
tional talent made her inordinately fond 
of society, and in tlie coteries where blazed 
the great' wits of the age, slie slione 
brigtitly. 

While almost a victim of the French 
Revolution, she had faith in its ideas, and 
believe<l that ttie people were the ultimate 
source of power. She condonol the exces- 
ses of the Revolution in view of its aspir- 
ations, and was the first to recognize the 
ambitious aim of Napoleon, not being daz- 
zled by his deeds, nor deceiveii liy his lying 
words. Stie hated and defied tiim, and ttiis 
finallv led to her exile from Paris to Switz- 
erland, and finally to England. Stie was a 
woman of .surprising genius and strong 
purposes and letl the way to the eraauci- 
l>atioii of woman. 

Ttie 191 ti century is ttie age of novelists 
as ttie 1 5tti was the age of jiainters, and 
among ttie writers of the age the women 
have lieen a host in themselves. But of alt 
ttie women novelists, three stand foremost 
— Charlotte Broute, Ilari iet Beectier Stowe, 
anil Marion I^vaiis, otherwi.se known as 
"Oorg« Kliot." 

Ttiis last is a star of the first magnitude. 
Few women have received such universal 
fame as a genius — and this fame is lasting, 
for it came slowly, deserve<llv. She has 
never Iiecii .snrpossett in vivid description of 
natural scenery, analysis of character, 
and insight into human nature. In her 
writings she was a great teacher, and will 
live and rank among the ctas.sical writers of 
Knglish. 

And thus it is, we find women every 
wtiere doing her share in the making of 
tii.story . The catalogue is long of illustrious 
women in the igtli century in France, in 
b^ngtand, and even in the I'nited States. 
They deserve ttie laurels they liave won, 
and whidi reason assures they wilt con- 
tinue to win. 

11. Essay— "The Spirit of this Age," 
with Valedictory Address, by Wil- 
liam Renner. 

Among the marked requirements of onr 
present civilization may lie mentionetl 
means for rajiid transit, quick cominuiiica- 
tion iK'tween men of affairs with ease and 
comfort in attaining them, and the atiitity 
to extend ttie day far into the night. Ttie 
keen comjietition whicti is ttie chief phaiie 
of modem existence does not allow ot sleep 
when the sun sets. To meet all these re- 
quirements ttie brain of man is kept active 
investigating and discovering means to 
ttiese ends. 

Observing things in the present we 
naturally enough are let! to believe that the 
numerous impn-iveinents we ^see to-<lay 
have had their sole origin in our own times 
and are tlie product of the genius of this 
age alone. This is true only to an extent — 
the groundwork wa.s already preiiared up- 
on wnicli many inventors tiave lieen en- 
ableit to erect mo,st wonilerfut structures, 
aiul for which our age gains perhaps more 
than its due share of praise. 

When we endeavor to record the pro- 
gress of mankind we find it no easy under- 
taking. Discoveries in science pass so in- 
visibly into each other that it is ttiflicult to 
mark where one ends and the other lie- 
gins. It is only when somegreat discovery 
stands alone tliat it is safe to determine tlie 
extent and character of its influence. 
Thus it liappens that in attempting to as- 
sign credit for tlie inventive spirit of ttiis 
age, we are apt to overlook that the first 
step lielongs to the jwst, and that the pre- 
.sent giant strides in invention and im- 
provement owes miicti to men wtiose liones 
have long since cniiiiNed to dust. 

If we lix)k alM>ut us and seek to select 
some single jxiwer that lias lieen most 
active in the world's progress, we will pro- 
tiabty concetle it to steam— that elaslic 
force of aqueous vapor aa used in motive 
power. 

It is to the genius of Watt that we owe 
mo,st for origin ■ ■ vements in the use 

of steam as a > ^ver as far tiack as 

t'/6o. His tiiipiovriiient on tb. 
constitutes his claims to distiii,

An inquest was held in the 
Belfast Royal Hospilal on the 21sf 
inst., by the deputy-coroner (.Mr. 
J. S. Finuijian) on the l)o<ly of 
Wm. Barnett. The deceased was 
a driller in the employment of 
Messrs. Harland <fe Wolff. Ilis 
widow said he was thirty-seven 
years of age. He died af the 
Roy*I Hospital on the 20(h in.st., 
from injuries sustained at the 
Queen's Island on the previous 
day. Dr. H. R. Hunter, who 
attended the deceased in the 
Heifasl Royal Hospital, said he 
was rtufTering from severe shock 
and collapse. His right forearm 
was fractured, there was a corn- 
pound fracture of the |eft thigh 
bone, an<l also a severe lacerat<^<l 
wound of the right^forehead. Ho 
never recovered eonsciousncws until 
his death. George Thompson, 
foreman driller, said decease<l was 
working under his orders. li/fell 
from a plank on the outside of t,he 
ship on which he was working, and 
fell to the ground about thirty feet, 
.lohn Reid, a rivetter, said that on 
the morning of the I'JIh inst., 
deceased came to him for a wedge, 
which he gave him. He went back 
to his work over a single plank 
which was lying acro.s.s the thwarts. 
He did not see him fall, but subse- 
quently, when looking for a rivet, 
.saw decea.se4l lyinu on the ground. 
The deputy-coroner, in addressing 
the jury, referred to Ihe c<^)urt«sy 
of Mr Francis Magina, the 8Up«*r- 
intendent of the Mission to the 
l>«af and Dumb in Belfast, in 
coming there with Mr. H. Richard- 
son, one of the tf»achers from the 
school, to inteipret the evidenfje of 
the widow, who was, like the 
dec«»a«ed, a deaf-mute, and said it 
was only in keeping with his almost 
fatherly care of the afflicted people 
he so ably looked after, not only in 
the hall, but in their homo lives. 
He had alsf» to thank him for some 
statistics regarding the capacity 
for ordinary work of deaf-routes. 
It appeared that as a body they 
were capable, careful tradesmen 
In Belfast there were two in charge 
of large machines, and they never 
met with accidents; in fact, fhey 
were found to be more careful than 
many hearing and speaking people, 
for they used their eyes more To 
one of the shipyards in Neweastle- 
fin-Tyne one of the foremen was a 
deaf-mute, and he had some 200 
men under him, and worked very 
well. Some lime ago information 
was sought from the Board of 
Tra*le as to the number of deaf- 
mutes meeting with accidents, and 
the Board had no information of 
any, so that practically ihe case 
the jury were then c<;nsidering was 
the only orm on rer-ord. He was 
verv sorry for the unfortunate and 
afflicted widow of d(MM!ased — afflict- 
!ed in a treble sense; but though 
'^he and her three little children 
lad been deprived of their bread- 
■/(•r, they would not be left 
I ■ itate, because the firm of 
Harland A WolfT would, he under- 
Stood, make a handsome payment 
to her. Mr Andrews, who represent- 
ed the firm that day, had assured 
him that ihey felt the utmost 
f ■ the woman. In his

Townel<\y hall and park have 
been in thf po.ssession of theTowne- 
ley family ever since the reign of 
King Alfred, that is to say, for more 
than 1,000 years, and have a distinct 
claim to celebrity, for it is to be 
feared that the famous lamp of 
Towneley chapel was the last of the 
so-called everbgrning lamps in 
England. At the beginning of the 
hL^t century thf-re were some half a 
dowMi know to fame still alight, and 
which had been burning for cen- 
turies, while at the time of the re- 
formation and the disselution.of the 
monasteries by King Henry VIII. 
there were many hundreds of them 
that h'ld been burning without 
interrufttion from the time of the 
Norman conquest. 

Doubtless these perpetual lamps 
were a remnant of that form of 
pagan worship knowri as the ever- 
lasting fire, which Wais kept alight 
by guardians, male and female who 
were punishable with death if they 
allowed the fire to go out. How 
much importance was attached even 
after the nif.trmation, and well on 
into the seventeenth century, in 
Europe to those ever-burning lamps 
is deinonstared by the fact that 
some of the greatest scientists of 
those days devot,<jd both much time 
and labor to the discovery of some 
species of illurninant that would 
burn forever. Many works have 
been written about the matter by 
French, Italian, and English, 
writers, some of whom vouch for 
the most extraordinary details on 
the subject. Thus, for instance, 
it is solemnly aaserted that at the 
opening of the tomb of Tiillia, the 
daughter of Cicero, in Rome, in the 
Via Appia, in I he sixteenth century, 
a lamp was found burning there, 
which, if the story authenticated by 
records at the Vatican, and bearing 
the signature of Pope I'aul III, are 
to be believed, must have been burn- 
ing for more than 1,500 years. 

liailey, in his English dictiouHry 
of 1730, tells that at the dis.solution 
of the raonH.«teries in the time of 
Henry VIII. there was a lamp found 
that had been burned for more than 
1,200 years; that is to say, since the 
second century of the Christian era, 
and declared that this lamp was in 
his days to be H<'en at the iriiiseum 
of rarities at Leydon, in Holland 
Shakespeare, in hie address of Per- 
i'-les, refers to "ever-burning 
lamps," and Spencer, too, alludes 
to " larn[)s which never go out." 
From a purely antiquarian point of 
view, therefore, it, must bt a sourcH 
of great regret that the owners 
should permit the extinction of a 
lamp which, according to tradition, 
had been burning without inter- 
rution, since the day*, of King Al- 
fred, that is to say, for more than 
1,000 years in the chapel on the 
Towneley estate.

Considering his earning capacity, 
the barber perhaps invests fewer 
dollars in the tools of hist trade than 
does the craft man in any other 
line of skJIIed work. If he be a 
proprietor and have to furnish his 
shop, the situation is different, but 
as a journeyman he is not burden- 
ed with an iota if the weight of 
tools that behmg to the carpenter, 
plumber, stonecutter, cabinet- 
maker, and kindred trades. Half 
a dozen razors, two {(airs of shears, 
A hone, a strop,/ and a mug and 
brnsh equip him for a position any- 
where. 

As for the rawjrs, six of them at 
♦ 1.50 apiece, providing that each bo 
good, will last him for his lifetime, 
and perhaps for the lifetime of his 
son, who may 'take up the same 
trade. A razor with a blade one- 
fourth of an inch wide has not 
nearly served the limit of its useful- 
ness. Sometimes it may shave only 
ten faces and need a honing; an- 
other time it may shave fo-ty fa<;es 
and still be in good shape. 

As for the shears, the two pairs at 
a cost of $1.20 may be counted on 
to last thirty years in a metropolitan 
barber-shop having a good tra'ie. 
Cutting the hair from an average of 
fifteen a day, a pair of shears neefls 
to be ground about once a month. 
The work of the grinder finally 
wears out the shears by shortening 
the blade rather than wearing the 
blades too thin to close. 

A hone is bought for a lifetime, 
and a strop may last for twenty 
years. A brush may last a dozen 
years, and the mug for a hundred 
if it is not broken. Altogether a 
barbel with the salary of one week 
might easily equip himself for the 
rx;cupatifm of a lifetime. 



The manufacture of pins has 
become such an industry in the 
United States that the mills of this 
country practically supply the 
world with this needed article, and 
yet the demand is by no means a 
small one. Pins cost only a trifle 
nowadays, whore they were very 
expensive. In 1900 the 75,000,000 
people in the United States used 
60,000,000 gross of common pins, 
which is equal to 9,600,000,000 pins, 
or an average about 126 pins for 
every man, woman and child in 
the country. This is the highest 
average reached anywhere in the 
use of pins. Ten years ago we 
used only about 72 pins each. 

The total number of pins manu- 
factured in the United States during 
1900, the census year, was C8,K89, 
260, gross. There are 43 factories 
in all, with 2,363 employees. The 
business has grown rapidly the last 
20 years, for although there were 
40 factories in 1880, they produced 
only half as muiih, emiiloyed onlv 
about half the capital and only 
1,077 hands. There has betui a 
considfiiable increase in the number 
of women and children employed in 
pin factories of Inte years, whKdi is 
an indication that the machinery is 
being improved and simplifitd und 
that its operation does not icqiiiio 
so high an older of mechanical 
skill. 

Hooks and eyes are a by-proilnct 
of pin-making, are producted at 
most of the factories from materials 
that will not do for pins. The out 
put of hooks and eyes in 1900 was 
1,131,824 gross 

Pins and hooks and eyes are 
tiiroed out by automatic machines 
in such quantities to-tlay that the 
cost of manufacture is pra(!li<',ally 
limited in the value of tin* brass 
wire frr>m which they an» made. 

A single in!i<!hine floes the whole 
business (-'oils of wire, hung 
upon reels, are passed into ma- 
chines which cut tliem into i>roper 
lengths, and th(>y drop off into a 
receptacles and arrange tliemsolvos 
in Ihe line of a slot formed of two 
liars. When limy reach the lower 
ond of the bars they are seized and 
pressed between . two dies which 
form the heads, and jiass along into 
the grip of another steel instrument 
which points them by pressure. 

They are then dropped into a so- 
lution of sour beer, whirling as they 
go, to be cleaned, and then into a 
hot solution of tin, which is also 
kept revolving. They here receive 
their bright coat of metal, and are 
pushed along, killing time until 
they have had an opportunity to 
harden, when they are drofiped 
into a revolving barrel of bran and 
sawdust, which cools and polishes 
thotn at the same time. 

liM(!ause of tho oH«illatioii of tliu 
bran, they work grsdually down to 
the bottom of the barrel, which i.-i a 
metallic plate cut into slits just big 
enough for the body of the pins, but 
not big enough for tho head to pass 
through. Thus they are straight- 
ened out into rows again, and, like 
well-drilled soldiers, puss alonu to- 
ward the edge of the bottom, and 
slide down an inclined plane, still 
hanging by their heads, until they 
reach strigs of paper, to which they 
are introduced by a curious jerk of 
the machine. 

The first Ihey know they are all 
placed in rows, wrapped iij), and 
on their way to flie big department 
stores, where they are sold at from 
.'* cents fo 10 cents a gross. A 
machine is expected to throw out 
several thousand gross an hour. 

Needles are made by a similar 
machine. In 1900 there wure made 
1,387,533 gross of machine needles, 
212,689 gross of shoe-making, 
324,476 gross for ordinary house- 
hold .sewing machines, 307,426 gross 
for knitting machines, and the rest 
for other kinds of sewing and knit- 
ting machinery, generally for 
factory use. We i mported ^4 1 8,004 
worth of ordinary ne*"ll<'w rrio«i of 

them from F'ngland. 

Hairpins and saf»-ij pins and 
other kinds of pins are manufactur- 
ed in a similar manner. We made 
1,189,104 gross of hairpins in 1890. 
Both needles and hairjiins ara 
manufactured to a great<«r extent in 
Europe than plain pins. Safety 
pins, however, are decidedly Ameri- 
can, and of tlivse we make on an 
av of 1 ,000,000 gross a year.

Although "Old Sol" never once 
attempted to lift the gloom that 
hung over the sky all day and 
almost shattered the hopes of a lot 
of pleasure .seekers on last Memorial 
Day, (Satui-day May 30th,) the 
d.ay was not so bad after all. 

The threatening aspect of the 
weather was thought by some to 
have spoiled the lawn picnic of the 
Philadelphia Local Brauch, of the 
Pennsylvania Society for the 
A<lvancement of the Deaf, on that 
day. However, a large nunrber of 
our silent brethren took chances 
with the weather and attended it, so 
that towards noon the lawn of Mr. 
David .T. Stevenson, at Primos, 
Delaware County, Pa., presented 
an animated appearance, the like 
of which it had probably never 
seen before. And lo the sui-prise 
of all the- lawn was found <lr'j' 
enough to permit of the carrying 
out of the ari'angoments for the day 
to the fullest satisfaction. 

Primos, a beautiful village about 
eighteen miles from the heart of 
Philadelphia, is easily accesible to 
by trolley or by railroad. Those of 
the deaf who did not start at a 
given lime in the morning reached 
the place by trolley, making one 
chanu'e. The first lot of "braves" 
\ver(» met irt the Darby trolley end 
by Mr. John T. Swarthy, in char-ge 
of a decorated hay- wagon, who 
(Mrrveyed them to and fr'om the 
lawn free of charge. Mr. Swarthy 
made two trips each way, the dis- 
tance one way bein^r three miles. 
He seemed to take jrridc in rendcr- 
inji the siu-vice and thus to conlri- 
l)irte to the success of the picnic, 
and his inter'e.'^t in the Home may 
be accounted for by the fact that he 
formerly lived in Doylo8l,own. As 
an appreciation of his services, the 
('Otnmittee has since sent him a 
letter conveying "a hay-wngonful 
of thanka." 

Arriving at the Stevenson home, 
the jiicnickers were cordially greet- 
ed by the tall, familiar and partri 
archial host, Mr. David J. Steven- 
,son, who had served the Penn- 
sylvania Institution for the Detf 
and Dirrnb faithfully as steward for 
a period of thirty-seven, yeors and 
was retired altoiit, nineteen years 
ago. He is now seventy eight years 
old and his health is as good as it 
can be for his age. That Mr. Stev- 
eneon was popular with the deaf 
and is still as was shown by the 
warrnlh with which the deaf greet- 
ed him. And he seemed particular- 
ly happy to nreet so many of them, 
sonre of whom he had not seeir for 
a long lime. He gave them the free- 
dom of his home and him- 
self worked as hard as any of the 
Cornniilleemcn to give a plea.sant 
lime, and to make the affair a pro- 
fitable one for the Home for Aged 
and Infirm Deaf, f»»r who.se benefit 
it was arranged. Over one hun- 
dred persons were scattered over the 
luwn, of whom over seventy were 
deaf. The irniisual affair attraoted 
neighboiH, who when they learned 
the object of Ihe picnic, gave it 
pecuniary assistairce. A doctor 
contributed five dollars. Other 
smaller sums were received by Mr. 
Stevenson, who is held in hijih r'e- 
gar-d by the neighborhood. Work- 
ing with him was Mrs. Emma V. 
Pettengill, fornrerly assistant ma- 
tron al the Broad and Pine Streets 
School, and she seemed to share 
in the happiness of her father to 
greet and be greeted by so many 
deaf there. Both she and her fa- 
ther can use the sigrr-language fr-ee- 
ly. Other children of Mr. Sleven- 
■on pave every assistance nee»led, 
and to all of thcrn the deaf ow(> a 
debt of'gratilude. 

Tt must have been a hungry aa 
well as a jolly crowd that consumed 
thirty <iuarts of ice-cr-eam, and sand- 
wi<'hes, coffee, cakes, caixly, etc., 
leaving nothing to be returned to 
Ihe pantry. This is ci'editable to 
the committee of ari'iingemenlH. 

Chairman McKinney deserves 
especial mention for the work he 
did, and he was ably assisted by the 
other members of th«> Committee, 
Messrs. Wnr. Shepard, Ira Poor- 
man, Tlu)mas E. Jones, Henr-y 
Blancken-seeand Mr. Steven,'«on Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry R. Smith ai<led 
the Commit toe aod also deserve 
thanks. 

Considering the weather, the 
success of the affair exceeded the 
expectations of Ihe Committee in 
all ways.

A [x!gend of LonisiaDa, 1795. 

A Story told In a summer-house 
that, standing on stilts in the surf- 
ripples of the Mexican Oulf, looked 
like a heron whose plumes (the 
tree-fern and moss on lli*» roof) 
were as green as emerald. She who 
told the story was a Creole ol 
Creoles, and it was a bit of ancestral 
romance, falling from her mobile 
lips, as .Shu lay in a hammock, 
gently swaying to the palpitations 
of a Carribbean bree/^i. 

Lal«' in the eighteenth ceiiiiiry, 
about the year \"'.)'j, perhaps, the 
narrator's paternal line, Rowing 
down its cours<} of restless adven- 
ture, had found a season of quie- 
tude and comparative opulence on 
a large pianl^ilion not far from New 
Orlfans. 

Chevdilerde Beret, the then hea<l 
of the family, was a man of note 
and influence in the colony, aieadei 
of the French element, a fighter, a 
high liver, and a loving father, 
whose stern heart idolized his only 
daughter. Mile. Marie. 

At that time, the Spaniards ha«l 
control of the Ivouisiana tcrrilorj", 
and there was no goo<l feeling be- 
tween the French and their proud 
and overbearing rulers; but Cheva- 
lier de Beret knew well how to avoid 
friction by offering lilteral, even 
luxuriant, hospitality to the ofTicals 
of the local government, and to Mie 
social cx>ntrollers of New Oi leans.

"I Cortinas thought of nothing 
venge. Ho was as wily as he 
was cfnirHgeous in his evil enter- 
prise. Knowing well that (;iieva- 
lier <le Beret was in sympathy with 
Capdau, and feeling that before he 
could hof»e to win Marie, he must 
lie, even with perjured 
the charge against, her 
iover'w [jiirity of blood, he set about 
s<;heming to ac<^< inplish his end.

So, at the head of his black l>and, 
Louis Ca[)dau mfiiched forthwith, 
going directly toward the Chateau 
de Beret, He fell sure that the in- 
surgents would naturally aim at the 
chat4?au, knowing the amount of 
valuables hoarded there; and, in- 
deed, long before he reached the 
plantation, he hearri the wild din of 
the savage mob, as it went howling 
and blowing horni, in the direction 
of the Beret landing on the river. 

At New Orleans it had come to 
the ears of Caron<lel«}t, the gover- 
nor, that an uprising was cont<;in- 
plated by the slaves, and he had dis- 
patched Don Manuel Cortinas with 
a compan" "'' ^|^<^|'^<■H to j,r,,i<.'.t iho 
planters. 

Naturally cnougli, tJorlmus led 
his little force directly <<> >he Cha- 
teau «le Beret, thinking to make 
that his headquarters, and thus, at 
the same time that he was quelling 
the insurgentJi, he could be sure to 
prot^-ct Chevalier de Beret and 
Marie. Ho landed his ntfin at the 
little wliaif above the IJerel planta- 
toii, and nianihed them thence by a 
roundabout road (which, however, 
was the direcl/Ost route possible, 
owing U> some Intervening swaraps) 
toward the mansion. 

Meantime, the fuiious mob of 
blacks were approaching from one 
direction, and fJapdau with his 
slaves fi'om another. All three of 
the parties eamo together in the 
near vicinity' of the Chateau de 
Beret ; but an advance crowd of the 
i ts had reachetl the house 

Il i set it on fire. The in- 

mates had lock«^l and hatred all the 
doors, and Chevalier de Beret, 
firing with deadly aim from the 
windows, preventefl an entrance, 

Louis Capdau found himself 
and his little band of slaves 
wedged in «/> to speak, between 
the main bwly of the insurgents 
and the howling advance mob that 
was surging around the now burn- 
ing mansion. Pirexl In many 
places at once, the dry, resinous 
wood, of whiidi the building was 
(^f>nsfrllcled, w;is soon so aflame 
throughout the lower stxiry that 
escape from the upper, in which 
the family had taken refuge, 
appeared impossible; but even 
death by fire was far preferable 
to falling into the bands of the 
negroes. 

Taking in the situation at once, 
but all unaware of the party of 
soldiers from New Orleans, I>ouis 
Capdau calhul bis trusty band of 
slaves iibout him and made a rush 
for the burning mansion. At that 
nifinient he caught a glirn(»se of 
Marie at an upper window. The 
apparition, pale, despairing, shone 
upon him through the glare of the 
flames filling birn with a wnry r»ige 
of wild emotion. What eouhl bnr 
him away from h' ! 

Sword iu hand he ; d 

striking down every op(iosiiig form 
and forcing his way to a corner of 
the veranda where a strong vine 
t.'!ive, him the means of climbing to 
the roof from which he made his 
way to the window where Marie had 



appeared a moment before. Hot, 
stifling smoke wa« pouring into 
the room; the flames would soon 
follow. He sprang inside and 
called : 

"Marie! Marie!" 

Groping about blindly, with out- 
stretched arms, he touched her, 
clasjied her, as she reeled, almost 
in.si'iisible from suffocation. / 

Just then there came, a volley of 
musketry; then another and an- 
other. Out through the window to 
the veranda roof, Louis leap(fd with 
his precious burden; but how could 
he descend with il?

Down below, in the glare of the 
firelight, he saw, but dill not real 
ize, that a compact boiiy of white 
men were dealing oht death to the 
blacks, who were scattering iu a 
frenzy of fright. 

The flames Ibmhed through the 
windows and burst from the roof. 
Red tfuigues darted around the man 
and caught the drapery of the faint- 
ing girl. Madly he called for help, 
fiercely lie fought the deailly tde- 
inent. No aid came, and he <Miild 
not extinguish the fiames tln.t were 
consuminu Marie's float iiig gui- 
ments. Unable to bear longer the 
tortiireof the trial, he reeled down l,o 
the verge of the roof and leaped off, 
with the girl in his arms. It was 
like a miracle that he was not killed, 
for the force of the shock was great, 
and ho lay on the ground a moment 
asif crushed ; then writhing up, with 
one leg broken, but still Ixtariiig 
Marie, he tottered down to the river 
and plunged into the wati^r. 

Doll Manuel Cortinas came to 
that side of the building just in time 
to see Louis Capdau leap from the 
burning veranda. He thought it 
wasChevalierde Beret, and hurried- 
ly ran after him just in time to drag 
boll) man and girl from the wati-r. 

Mario was quite dead, but Louis 
Capdau was alive and recogiii/,<Kl 
his rival who now held the poor 
little form in his arms. The 
cripfiled man was too much exhau- 
sted to rise from where the Spaniard 
had cast him cm the sand, but ho 
strove hard, half lifting hiiiiHelf, 
falling back, reacrhing forth his 
arms and exclaiming with fierce en- 
ergy:

He is t.he ilii"Ii.:irl(.r 
of these slaves." 

They took (Japdaii i.no ii.iiiiid 
him, while the Sjiaiiiard bore the 
body of Marie to a safe place. 

The fire roared and leapiMl ; tlu! 
broad, red flame slanting away be- 
fore the breeze, crisping the (ofis of 
the live-oaks, and whisking ofl' the 
long, gloomy festoon " "^ vines and 
moss. 

Chevalier de Berei wjiw rescued 
in an insensible condition, but 
Madame de Beret was lost. All 
around, the reports of Spanish 
muskets toid how the insurgentii 
were faring. Many of them were 
killed, among them some of Cap- 
dau's faithful followers, for the 
■oldiers knew nothing of their loyal- 

ty. 

The mansion was a smoldering 
ruin. Daylight came gray ami fog- 
gy in the ciast, and spread slowly 
over the sky. Don Manuel, finding 
that Marie w;is indeed dead, turned 
all the malignancy of his Ihwartcfl 
and f;oiiscieiiceless nature ujion 
Louis Capdau, who lay suffering 
and helpless at his feet.

warning to insurgents. 

('Iievalier de Beret survived, and 
long aflirrward t(X)k another wife. 
It was by one of his descendants 
that this st^>ry was told in a summer- 
house at Bay Saint Louis. 

When Jean Capdau, the older bro- 
ther of Ivonis, returned home to find 
the place burned, his slaves scatter- 
ed, and, most horrible, his brother's 
r •mains impaled on sharp slakes by 
the way-side, not to mention the in- 
famy that had been (;ast upon his 
name and his honor, he vowed ven- 
geance upon all mankind. From 
that day he was a nierciless outlaw 
preying ufioti his kind. 

In the N-ttersof I'ere Vibert to M. 
August in Faiirie, which are anumg 
the Saucier papiMS, you will find an 
account of Jean Cap<lau's career, 
hiif only incidental mention of the 
awful fate of his brother [..ouis. 
Pere Vibert more than iuti males 
that the ilocumentH shown to Clieva- 
liei de Beret by l/ouis (.!aj>dau were 
forged, and that, in fa<-t, the bro- 
thers were^qaadroons 
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
